The lint person who died thus 
suddenly wtis Wnry Ileweii, aged sixty-siK,

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LAKD BILL, AND LAKH OIlDEil DEPOSITS. 

[COMJU'^lCATnjJ.] 

Ik dealing with any land bill, tlio legislature should 
be careful to remove cverythitig that may tend to 
cause delay to land pureltasors. There are far too 
many impediments placed in tlio way of land pur- 
dinacra under tho existing system, Wc have heard 
instances of persons who hnvc applied to hnve land 
put up for sale, but who, In consequence of the long 
delays arising from tho survey, proclamation, fkc., 
have lost (heir nil befoio the land was sold, 

IVe believethiu the GDVcmmcatmighiconfera great 
boon upon tho labouring class by allowing them to 
pay for land in advance before they bought, it, and 
by instalments. It has been suggested that the 
Government should issue land deposit receipts fbt 
any numher or pounds, from £1 upwards 
(but no fractional part of £1), ami bearing 
interest at Iho same rate as tho Government 
debentures, £ per cent, per annum. This plan has 
much tu commend it Tho land deposit' receipts 
would ho nvadnhlc, at oil times, with tire accrued 
inteirsi thereon, for tlio payment or land, but not tor 
any other purpose. 

It is more than probable that tho iHSuin^ of land 
deposit receipts by the Government would promote 
thrift and induce mittibors to save and ucconre pur- 
chasers ofland, who, week after week, and year after 
year, gu on spending their income, under the impres- 
sion that they could not saro anvllting worth saving. 
One of the moat powerful inducements to save, is the 
being able to invest, 011 undoubted securities, at good 
interest. No security would satisfy the labouring 
man eo iroll hb that of land, and more especially it ha 
hnd the" privilege of purchasing end selecting; tlielejid 
at any time ho wished to do bo, hi* money in the 
meantime accumulating at interest. \Vc arc inclined 
to Ihink it would bo advisable lo sllow the interest 
on the land deposit rcecipta lobe paid attlioTraasury, 
if it should be required, un til such time as Che receipt 
itself was used for tho payment of iimd. This might, 
possibly, ba si grct 1 convenience to some persons, 
TVhen once the hnMi. Df saving tokos hqld of a man, lie 
always Contrives to save something', however small. 
A saving man flcvcr becomes a pauper. However 
small hia income, ho ia always independent- Tlio 
Government land deposit receipts should be made 
easily accessible in every port of tho colony, throu gh 
tho medium of the Lund end Gold Commissianers 
end the numerous branches of tho Government Ilsith, 
Ac. These bond deposit receipts would act OS a. 
reservoir to capitalise small strings, which otherwise 
vr-crdcl run to -waste. They would enable many s 
mm to rise front the class of Berrant to thnt of land 
owner. 

But theie are men in every community who are so 
reckless hbout the future— so Indifferent about rising: 
in the world, that no securities would over tempt' 
them to save, and invest. Happily, such characters 
are the exception, and not tho rale, in all countries., 
Thela is amongst all classes an almost universal 
desire to rise ia [ho world, or, hi other words, 10 
better their own condition, which, though frenor&lly 
calm and dispassionate, comes with) thorn from their 
birth, and never leaves them till they *o into the 
grave. 

Tho measures^ adopted by a ^Government tend 

or diminish, the national wealth. It must be so! 
The power and influence of the Government is so 
great thst, no matter how the Government is created, 
whether by means of a despotism, or members elected 
by nniverasl suffrage, it can either manage well, 
or ruinously, tho public property, anil enact 
wise or foolish laws, which would either tend to 
Btimulate or paralyse industry. The functions of a 
Government are, with respect totliepublicproperties, 
similar 10 those of a trustee,— the only difference 
being that a public, or Government, tiust Is one of 
greater magnitude than that of n private trust. How 
vcjy many minors have been minedby the dishonesty 
or incompetency of their trustees ! 

In UK* manner many natlona have been degraded, 
snd iis population pauperised, by the dishonesty or 
incapacity of its Ouvcrnmontr But, if the trustees 
of n miner wore to allow Ins lands to be 11 W wis 
IiA7*ns," when there wsg an anxious desire by people 
to cultivate them, on fair and reasonable terms, this 
would be deemed by the iegsl tribunals a breach of 
tntsr, for which they would nold the trustees amen* 
able. And are not the nubile trn stc.es — the Govern* 
men!— equally cnlpablc'if they suffer tho land* of tho 
colony to continue "waste lands," as they arc 
termed in Acts of Parliament, when large numbers 
ore anxious to cultivate them and mafic theip pro- 
ductive* Much is said about the difficulties in the way of 
preparing n land bill. They are, in our opinion, 
vastly overrated. Wo belicvo tliero need he no con . 
dieting interests. The public lands arc ea vast in 
extent, ns compared tvitlt the population, Hint there is 
mere then cmough for all. There is amply nuflicicnt 
far ihc gi A/ier, sifter allowing tlia fullest scope for all 
that tho ngiiculturifit can renuire for centuries to 
come. The Innd^Johbcr may look with an envious 
eye on Isnds now under cultivation, which a century 
hence may ho valuable for building purposes. The 
farmer, also, may look inith an envious eye on sheep 
and cattle runs, which, 0 century hence, may ha 
valuable for tillage. But thp sensible, unprejudiced 
roan -will look with contempt cm such 
petty jealousies. To drive away aheep and 
cattle from runs which cannot . lor aces 
to tome be used for any other purpose would bet like 
Iho dog hi ihc manger drivthg away the horse from 
tho hay. But, there eve stump oratexnln this colony, 
who would act precisely tho snmo as the dog* arid 
neither ueo the publio lands tliemsclvcs, nor allow 
othsra to do so — not even when they pay an ample 
tent for them. 

A plan was suggested hy Andrew Yarrontoti, the 
father of polltieol economy, about £00 years ago — 
siaLsenuently by Fourier, and recently hy Mr. J. S. 
Buckingham, for rcpcopling the Now Porest, Hamp- 
shire, which might, with some modiiicilions, be 
ndoptcd in thli colony, 

It was proposed to daw a great uquarn Una, eon- 
1ninir.it blocks oftOOC acica of land, markhiGjouttwo 
larfee higlfwnys or rendu through Ota centre, orosaing 
both ways, so thnt there should ha land acres in each 
division, cxclusivs of tha land contained In 
the said cross roads. These divisions, or 
IO00 ncrc.ii caoh, It tra; proposed to divids 
into farms of 204 acres ouch, so thnt ■ r.c 
block of MOD seres would matte twenty ramus. 
(Here follows * digram ef 4000 acres of land, laid 
out in the term of a pawSlelogroan, the breadth betng 
abot* two-thirds of the length. Cross-roads divide 
it into four equal portions, oud the centre, which is a 
eirenbar area of eleven acres, is occupied hy tlio church, 
and by the streets for tradesmen. There arc also 
shambles, ■ Hiorict house, n town-hall, several nubiic 
wells, the Blocks, fcc. The Sund is divided into twenty 
ftims, of 200 acrestoch-lliefarm-hoilJfes WPBW IHe 
main road, and the fields ninnies 01 right angles tc-

Mnnyeflbrtfl have been mado in these columns to 
remove 1 tlioobstnietions In the way of the settlement 
of iho land question, but hitherto in vain, It was 
recommended that blocks of laud should bo pro- 
claimed by il.c Parliament na oncn for free selection 
111 the agricultural districts nt the fixed price of 
-Os, per acre. That it Bliaohl iilao lie optional 
10 pomes 10 It-iise ihcsc lands which arc open for 
selection, for a lerai often ycats nt la, per nero rent 
equal to BTC per cent, tier aniiuin inicrcit 011 the 
upset price, wuh the right to purchase at nnv lime 
within the said term oi ten years. And, in order to 
give the tonnnl confidence in hie tenum, nnd tlius 
stimulate him to mn(;e improvements on tho hud tie 
should he entitled, in uase the Qovcrninent sold tl:o 
land, either for 110,1-pnyiucnt of tho purthasc-inonoy 
est, to rtcciva any surpbis tlin lauds might 
over nnd above tho upset ptico of 20s Set 
nero, less the rent due tlnrcon and any costs inclined 
Iho measures lima recoinmondcd nto common route 
rnmiiires, and there can he no mistake about tlielr 
being, if .idoptcil, highly beneiieial. The granting of 
land ilepssit receipts, for small sums, would cause a 
title more clerical labour in tho Government ollteon 
but would the veriest red-tapist object to a measure 
which, by encouraging thrift, would tend to increase 
the wealth of the colony, and probably, etcn by step 
would elevate thousands from Clio stnttis if 
labourers to Hint of freeholders ! Tho granlini of 
leaies, with the right to purchase the freehold, 
would ennolii very many persons, vrlth their 
little ccpitalj t(> dear, fence, build, plough, nnd aotr, 
thua materially adding to the wealth of tho colony. 
iVhcrcas, if 1!icy wore required to pay Tor their lands 
at once, their smell capitals would be absorbed, and 
thoy would hnvo nothing left -wherewith 10 improve 
their lands, so that Iho richest soils would remain of 
little mora productive value than " waste lands," 

Hut any land law. however liberal, would be of 
little value without gDod roads. The finest of wheat 
rnny bo grown on the rich Unilor Argylo.but without 
s,ood roads it woidi not pay tlio cost of its carriage to 
^ydney,^ The furuicts, therefore. 

still gi'eater less by sending ilscm 
of our legislators, however, froni Iho Western district 
would prefer seeing (l ie public money wasted on an 
attempt so carry the railroad over impassable moun- 
tains, where they hnvo loam iufcinc, 10 tho rich wlicat- 
growing plains to the southward, where they hnvo fib 
rriitrfit— forgetting, also, that 0 railway to tlio 
eouthuaid ivould secure a. vnit amount 
of iritllle, whioli will olhervrlso go to Victoria, SToiv, 
if tlio Government would give ill its attention to re- 
moving every obstruction in the way of cultivation— 
to giving looses on equitable terms, with security for 
improvements, lo in pastctel tenants— to enlarging 
the market, that is, by the formation of railroads into 
*)to interior— there would Boon ha n vast increase iu 
the demand for labour— the demcgogtica would and 
Their occupation gone. Pot tho full development of 
cur iigiieultuvnl industry wc require no protection, 
but good roads and the removal only of those obstrue- 
Uons which unnecessarily impede tba acquisition of 
land.

The extreme hnrdsliip ih this coso is that tlio 
loss fulls up on those wtio ate tut ally innocent. 
We me quite iwsre Hiftt tvhorever persons urn 
employed lo perform a nolle their principals 
nre responsible for the manner in which Ittey 
conduct themselves so far nk their com- 
mission is involved. There arc ninny cases 
in which it would be impossible 
lo permit the principal to escape the 
cnnsctpionscs of the defstull of his agent; j>nt 
this rule, like every other, must be interpreted 
under the light ef special evidence, and it be- 
comes mere opptcssiori nnd wieltetincBS if tlio 
principnl is matltj liable for the inndvcrljmco of 
hia agent when that inadvertence has really 
indicicd no in juuy, or was not of tt nature to 
indict tiny. Wo ore nwerc lltfit innrtvertenco 
nhcre it comprehends neglect of duty is often 
punitlinble by Inn-, and it ™» in contemplation 
of litis punishment that the power to tine in.

iMTil It was evidently for the purpose of 
meeting ensea where forfeiture would be 
on oxtinvagaut penalty For a light 
utid comparatively innocuous ofTunco. TJufor- 
innately in this cnac the interest of tho parlies 
wiio confiscate is hostile lo the interest of public 
justice: To alimitlnlo the "vigilance of ihe 
Citalotns' oirlcerfl they are perrnitlod to benefit 
by n seizure. Of eotirso this tempts them to 
preaa their dnims fat beyond the bounds of 
reason or of equity, and in this caso thn 
strong inclination towards tbe parties benefited 
by the forfeiture, has blinded ihe oyes of lltoae 
with whom die dccisiori rested. 

Had we the smallest doubt as to the hanafde 
intentions of (he captain, or that the owners 
are innocent tufferers by his forgetftilness, 
we should certainly ha the lost to support 
the elnim. Systematic frauds upon the revenue 
urn In our opinion just as cyiininal as any other 
form of robbery. The people vfho pay are 
cheated by those vrho escape payment. Tho 
pressure of tasation is mtttlo haa\iar on aome hy 
the fraudulent evasion of others. Thus were 
there any doubt is to the facts of the ease wo 
should have no sympathy with those who are 
the losers. But, looking nt tbe results of tho 
inquiry, and finding (hot they fully confirm tile 
originnl statements— thattho Custoriis authorities 
hove Ink™ advantage of a technicality to seras 
a valuable property where there was no con- 
cealment, nor design of concealment, wc think 
thill nothing remains hut to indemnify for the 
loss.

Tin! construction of railways aerosa (lie two 
moit important isthmuses in the world has, to 
eamc orient, mitigated the impatience of the 
world to see those narrow necks of land picrceti 
by canals. Transit has been provided which is 
quick aiidcorntiindioiJs for pussengerB and light 
freight, though (ho passage is still barred 
agninst vessels. Cnniils were thought of, and 
talked of, long before railways were invented : 
nnd in the cans of Egypt the idea, was practi- 
cally realised in an tiga of flic world which we 
now speak of as one of antiquity, arid on u scale 
large enough lo suit tha eonuiiercc of those 
days. For ordinary inland transit railways have 
almost superseded canals, or at any rate 
in id idling tip it new route, they 
tnho precedence. It his hecn learnedly argued 
that in the cate of Egypt, oven if a canal worts 
cui, it would not lie so convenient as the rail- 
viuy, on account of Iho advetse character of tlio 
mvigution of tbo Red Sea for ^lrtlinar}■ vessels. 
This objection, however, would not apply to 
the American isthitus. IVo hive an instance 
in Canada, in tlio case of tho Wetland Canal, 
of a ship route which only joins lakes and not 
fions, and which has been exceedingly use- 
ful without being Eupcrsedeti hy railways.

The parti culfiv rotito which Mr. Knr.r,isY nl- 
vocal es, and lo tvhich tvo have on previous occa- 
sions directed nttention, is nt the southern 
c-itrcmity of the isthmus, nnd on the castoin 
oust follows (ho valley of the Atrnto. lis posi- 
tion so far lo the aouih is the least fidvanta- 
geoua lor American interests, the great stm of 
which is to secure the shortest sea passage from 
New York to San Francisco. Nor is the climate 
so favourable an the more northerly parts 
or tho isthmus, the vtdtev of the Atrnto 
being one of the rainiest in tho world, rain fall- 
ing during nearly nine months out of the 
twelve, and that, too, with tropical vehemence. 
But lliese disadvantages, great as they are, Mr. 
Ivkij.et considers to be mote than outweighed 
hy the fact that this is tbo only spot where an 
uninterrupted eanol, free from all locks, can be 
const fueled from aca to sen. 

The icsults of an CKtiminntion of the other 
routes, for ihe purposes of a ship oanul, Mr. 
Kr.r,i.i;Y summarises as follows ;--Thit of 
Tcbuantepee, the mo at northerly, and therefore, 
cn Hint ground ihu must in ueuurdtuice with 
ilmericnn ideas, if practicable, would require 
Eliips. (o he lifted five hundred and twenty-five 
feci ; and lo do this one hundred and 
fifty locks would bo requisite, Tbo arti- 
ficial cut would require to bo fifty imlos 
in length, and at the higher lovels 
(hero is an insufficient supply of 
wntor lo feed tlio locks, while a trench, nine- 
letn niHca long, woahl hare to bo made to [ 
secure what wnlcr is iiviiilahle. There am also 
no lermiiial harbours, and lbo roadsteads fire 
belli lieble to be swept by violent hurricanea. 

The Hondni'tis route, though possessing good 
liar hours, shows also n very elevated central 
ridge, and a defective supply of water on the' 
Pacific side. 

The jNicnmgun route rcqniies thirty-five 
loekt, nnd an artificial port at one end, tliouelt 
ns u route made easily accessible for light 
trnflic. pnrtly by road and pjitly by water, it 
presents great facilities, which have nlroady 
been made so far available as to offer e sue- 
ccsfful opposition to the I'nnama rnilroait. 

On the I'anama route, forty-two miles out of 
fhe forty-sovcu-und-a-balf from sen to soa 
will require to be canalised. A tunnel llircc- 
and-a-half miles long will be wanted, ond even 
then ships must bo lifted ttvo hundred nnd 
fifty-seven foot, by tbe bid of thirty -six locks 
and six aqueducts. But no large quantity of 
wnlcr is to be got at the higher lovels, and even 
at one hundred nnd thirty five feet, to gather 
sufficient would require open trendies, one hun- 
dred and tixly. fivo feet deep and six.ty.ona miles 
long. 

The Daricn route offers good harbours at 
both cutis, but there is no break in flic lofty 
range, the pnsses of which arc it least ttvelfc 
hundred feet high. Locks over such an olovn-' 
tion ate practicnlly out of the question even if 
water to tiipply them were obtainable. 

Under these circumstances, Mr. Knr,Li!r 
concludes that Die world its shut up (o the 
Afrato route, aa Iho only one that offers a 
through passage without locks, and thereforu 
a perpetual highway, which, once established, 
will need little or no repair. 

Mnity years ago Iho Jesuits mode a small 
canoe canal connecting the upper waters of the 
Alrafo with those of tho San Juan, which runs 
southward into the 1'acific. but the traces of it 
hat e now disappeared, nnd a recent examina- 
tion of the ground has shewn Chat tlio ditftcul- 
ties in the shape of a multiplicity of locks and a 
wnnt of sufficient water would be at least as 
great on this route as on tho othcra. 

The Only way, therefore, of rendering the 
Atrsto available was, instead of following it up 
to its source, lo follow up some of its 
western affluents, and then cutting through 
lbo ridge find a way to the Pacific. All the 

liicely fttrluonts have been examined for this pur- 
pose, and none are found to present such ad- 
vantages as thcTrnando, as near Its source tlicre 
is a remarkable depression in tho main range, 
the passes there not lising more thin two hun- 
dred and fifty Feet from tho valley at the Foot, 
and so being very favourable for diminishing tho 
work in cutting a csnal. 

The Truojitlo, of course, naturally runs down 
into the Alrato, Mr, Kjseley'b plan Is to re- 
verse its stream, end make it run the other way, 
by deepening its channel, and deepening it the 
most nearest itssourco, and then, by means of a 
tunnel, opening a discharge for the water on to 
the Pacific coast. If this were done, the Attain 
would then have two tnoutbs ; one its natural 
one opening into fhe Atlantic, the other ah 
artificial one opening into tha Picifio. 
Ships would enter tmo mouth, and nscond 
tc~ the junction, and then descend by tho other 
mouth to Hie other ocean,

Some heavy works would be necessary lo ac- 
complish this. Tho month of tho Atrato is 
blocked by a delta nnd mud. bars, offering only 
B few feet of water. A channel would have to 
be cleared and kept open. Tho river, when 
Onto a ship is in, ia broad nnd deep enough for 
all purposes, but the Truando will have to be 
deepened to- an uniform depth of thirty feet. 
Then an open cut for thirteen miles will have to 
he made in the valley of Hie Ncrqua, which is a 
tributary of the Truando, and the valley of 
which is selected ate the best route. Then a 
tunnel must be cut under tho summit ridge for 
I luce miles and a half, a hundred and twenty 
feet by a hundred, and then the Valley of a 
stream that, lends from whors the western 
opening of the tunnel would be to the Pacific 
would have to bo deepened for a distance 
of eight milca. An artificial harbour would also 
have to bo created, by cutting and protecting 
with piera en opening fiom tho scs to a deep 
lagoon that lies on tho cosst. Tbe distance 
from the mouth of the Atrato to the proposed 1 
junction of the two outlets is sixty-one miles ; 
from the junction to the Pnctfie is sixty-thrco 
miles ■ the whole length of the canal, therefore, 
would be one hundred and twenty-four miles, 
nud the works would havo to extend over more 
then half that distance, The mean tidal level 
on tho two oceans is the same, but the degree 
of rise end fall is very diffcreat.
